publiſhing the following Diſcourſe : And as to the 
Approbation which your Lordſhip and the Worthy

merely as a Mark of Candor, in that Court, which 
would humanely connive at thoſe Errors, which others, 
I was apprehenſive, might induftriouſly expoſe. 
Upon this Account, I was defirous of waving the 


Publication; but having been cenſured by my Friends 


for diſregarding your Commands, I at laſt reſolved 
to do Violence to my own Inclination, rather than 


any longer diſpute Obedience to your Lordſhip ; 


and accordingly have yielded to the Partiality of 
Your Judgment.

\ HO' this Palm ſeems to have a particular 
| reſpect to the War in the Days of Jeho- 
 ſhaphat ; yet in a more general View, it 
may relate to the ſeveral * Oppoſitions againſt the Fews, 
till the Time of their Captivity under the Aſſprians. 
And it appears, that after the Pſalmiſt had com- 
plain'd of the miſchievous Devices of his Enemies, he 
deſires Gop to ſuſpend the Execution of his extreme 
Vengeance, till he had viſited their Offences with the 
Rod of Correction; for when they diſcern'd their 


* Schemes to be defeated, and were convinced of their 


own Impotency, he preſumed this might reclaim 
them from the Error of their Ways, and work in 
them an Acknowledgment of the true Gop ; ac- 
cordingly he ſays, Fill their Faces with Shame, that 
they may ſeek thy Name, O Lord: But as for thoſe ' 
who will not humble themſelves before Gop, let 
them be utterly deſtroy d; let them be confounded 


and troubled for ever; yea, let them be put to Shame 


and periſh : That is, when thy corrective Puniſh- 
ments prove fruitleſs and ineffectual, then let them

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feel the Stroke of thy vindictive Judgments, that all 
the World may be inſtructed in their Duty, and 
confeſs thy ſovereign Authority; that Men may

Firſt then, I am to ſhew in general, that Gov' s 


Providence is over all his Works. 
When the Almighty at firſt ſpake the Univerſe | 
into Being, he deſigned it as the Object of his con- 
tinual Inſpection ; and in order to ſecure it from 
returning to its original Chaos, eftabliſhed a due 
Symmetry of Parts, and a regular Order of Motion: 
And by his wiſe Oeconomy, the World, after N of 


many Ages, appears ſtill to flouriſh in its prim 


Og and * For as the Soul, by its Union 155 


and 
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and ſecret Energy, invigorates every Part of the 


Body, and thereby preſerves it from that Diſſolution 
which is the immediate Refult of its Separation : 
80 does Gop, by Virtue of his Omnipreſence, -enliven 
the whole Frame of Nature ; and ſhould he at any 
Time withdraw his Influence, the World would 
fink into Ruin and Corruption: For (as the Son of 
Syrach obſerves) How could any thing endure, if it 


were not his Will? Or how could any thing be pre- 
ſerved, except it were called by him ? — 


It has indeed been a Principle entertained b 
ſome, that it would derogate from the Glory of 
that Being, who inhabits the Regions above, to 
take Cognizance of the Things below; and that 
He, who has the Heaven for his Zhrone, diſdains 
the Government of the Earth, which is his Foorſtool. 

But this Opinion may eaſily be refuted from the 


Conſideration of his Attributes: For if the Govern- 


ment of the Almighty is not extended to all the 
Works of his Creation; ſuch a Limitation of his 


Providence muſt flow, either from the Want of In- 


clination, or from a Defect of Power. 
With regard to the %, it would be the higheſt 
Imputation upon Gop, to ſuppoſe that he ſhov!d 
neglect the Government of the World, and diſre- 
gard the Work of his own Hands: For what can e 
more ſuitable to his Perfections, than to diſpoſe -i] | 
Things for the Benefit of his {Creatures 3 to employ 
_ B 2 his

his reſtleſs Thought, to extend his watchful Eye, and 
exert his powerful Arm to make them happy? Infi- 
nite Wiſdom muſt ſee the Neceſſity of divine Admi- 
niſtration for the Maintenance of Harmony in the 
moral World: It muſt ſee, how requiſite it is, upon 
account of public Security, that Innocence ſhould be 
protected, and the Overflowings of Ungodlineſs re- 
ſtrained: And doubtleſs, whatever Plan Gop's i 2 
nite MWiſdom ſhould contrive, that very Plan his in- 
finite Gooanefs will diſpoſe him to execute, and con- 
ſequently it muſt be agreeable to his Inclination 
to direct the Courſe of human Affairs, and not ſuf- 
fer his Creatures to be . loſt in that Labyrinth of 
Error, into which their Paſſions and Infirmities 
would inevitably miſguide them. 
Thus, as it implies a Contradiction to fappoſe the 
Almighty anwilling to govern the World; ſo are 
his Attributes no leſs inconſiſtent with the Suppoſi 
tion of Inability. 

For ſuch is his Power, that nothing can controul 
it but his Will; nothing but his Will can ſay, hi- 
therto ſhalt 125 $0, = no farther : And indeed 
 how-can we imagine, that his Hand can poſſibly be 

ſhortned, whom we acknowledge to be the Maker of 
Heaven and Earth? How can we imagine, that any 
Being ſhou'd be able to reſiſt, any Being able to in- 
terrupt the Execution of * Will, who gave Exiſ- 
tence to the whole World? — T he nien Degree 


of 
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of Power is implied in the I lea of Creation; and 
_ * conſequently that Hand, which was able to make the 


> Univerſe, muſt much more be able to preſerve it: 

And as it can have no Principle of Self ſubſiſtence 
independent on its Cauſe, it muſt neceſſarily be pre- 
ſerved by that Power, and that Power ondy, which 
at firſt created it. So that with Epicurus to acknow- 

: ledge a Deity, and yet ſuppoſe him to be an uncon- 
cerned Spectator of human Affairs, is in Effect, to 

maintain the Being of a Gov, and at the fame Time 
to rob him of divine Perfections; it is to aſſert ſuch 
Principles, as are abſolutely incompatible; and to 
ſeparate thoſe Things, which are connected by an 
eſſential Union. 

7 For as all Nature is a Proof of the divine Exiſlence, 
ſo does the whole Creation proclaim a divine Super- | 
intendency; and every Object we meet with, is an 
Argument of Gop's Protection: Every Bean of 
Light preſents it to the Eye; every Sound de- 
clares it to the Ear; and all our Senſes join in 
Confirmation of this important Truth : So thar 
we may fay with Vehemiah, Thou, even thou, art 
= zhe Lord alone; thou haſt made the Heaven of 
Heavens with all their Hoſt; the Earth and all 
Things that are therein, and thou preſerve} them all. 
Wherever we direct our View, we ſhall diſcover the 
legible Characters of a Joins Inſpection ; and the 


longer we contemplate, the greater will be our A d- 
miration 
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miration: If we lift up our Eyes, The Heavens de- 


clare the Glory of God, and the Firmament ſheweth © 


his Ed: If we take a Proſpect of the Farth, 
we ſhall ſee its Surface ſpread with Variety of Prom 


for our Nouriſhment and Delight: And when all 
the Wonders of Nature are thus unfolded to our 


View, if we are not mad, but ſpeak forth the Words 
of Soberneſs and Truth, we muſt acknowledge theſe 
Things to be the Lond s doing, and bluſh at the very 
Thoughts of Infidelity ; for the inanimate, the ve- 


getable and ſenſitive Parts of the Creation harmoni- 
ouſl y conſpire to he forth the Glory of God, that 


Men may know, that _ whoſe Mame alone is © 


JeHovan, art the moſt high over all the Earth. 


But beſides the general Concurrence of a ſupe- 


rior Power, in preſerving all Things, and regulating 


them in their Operations; we find moreover ſuch 


frequent and particular Interpoſitions for the Pu- 
niſhment of Wickedneſs and Vice, and for the Main- 
tenance of true Religion and Virtue, that zhe right 
Hand of the Lord muſt have the Pre-eminence ; the 
right Hand of the Lord muſt bring theſe mighty 


Things to paſs ; whereby he ſo viſibly Points out his 
Will, 9 ſo plainly manifeſts his Power, that we 


malt confeſs the Truth of the Pſalmiſt's Obſervation, 


Verily there is a Reward for the Righteous ; doubrle ſs 
there is 4 God, that ruleth in the Earth. .

We frequently indeed overlook God's Govern- 
ment, becauſe he acts not by a viſible and immediate 
Interpolation ; while we {ce only the ſecondary Cauſcs 
of Events, without perceiving the Hand which guides 
them, we often miſtake in forming our Judgments, 
and aſcribe that to the Engine or the Inſtrument, 
which 1s properly the Operation of the Agent him- 


ſelf. 


From hence Men are inſenſibly drawn into the 
fatal Error of looking upon their Succeſs in Life, as 
the Reſult of their own Policy or Power, and by a 
continued Series of Proſperity, are brought by eaſy 


4 Degrees to forget their own Duty, and to deſpiſe the 


Riches of Gop's Goodneſs. 

| Whereas had we not the inviſible Aſfiſtance of 
our Father which is in Heaven, all our Application 
and all our Skill would avail us nothing, and we 


2? ſhould neceſſarily fail in every Undertaking : Had 


we not the Hand of Gop to ſupport us in our Pil- 
grimage, we ſhould not be able to and upright, 

and much leſs to walk ſurely : Had we not a divine 
the Maze of Life, we 
ſhould inevitably deviate into the Paths of Error 


1 ; Whatever the Watchman may attribute to his own 
2 Vigilance and Care, yet except the Lord keep the 


City, the Watchman world but wake in vain; and 


however we may boaſt of our own Prudence in the 


Management of political Affairs, yet it is Gob that 
maketh

maketh Wars to ceaſe in all the World; tis he that 
breaketh the Bow, and knappeth the Shear in ſunder, 
and burneth the Chariats in the Fire. 

In a Word, it is declared by Reaſon, confirmed 
by Experience, and expreſly aſſerted in holy Scrip- 
. ture, that i Gop we live, and move, and have our 
[ll Being; ſo that as He is the Origin of all Power, 
and the Fountain of all Strength, if we have not 
Affiance in Him, we ſhall inevitably diſcover our 
own Weakneſs ; whereas by doing all Things in his 
Name, we ſhall be able to ſurmount every Obſtacle ; 
and with the Confidence of David, naked and in 
arm'd we may go into the Field of Battle, and 
boldly engage the great Philiſtine: for by putting 
| our Truſt in the Lord, we build our Hopes upon 
| ble ſureſt Foundation; upon a Rock that can never 


It fail; upon a Power that cannot be defeated ; upon 
[ a V. ;/dom that is infallible; ; and upon a Gade 
q that is without Limits. 
| 
| T hus having confider'd the Nature of Gop's Pro- 


vidence in general, let us now reflect upon his 
N Government over States and Kingdoms; and his 
| Concern for the Preſervation of the Faithful. 


| Tho with reſpect to private Perſons, Gop may 3 

defer the Diſtribution of Rewards and Puniſhments + 
till a future State; yet with regard to public Bodies, 
his 
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his Juſtice can only be manifeſted in this preſent 
Life ; becauſe all thoſe Societies, wherein Men arc 
ow link'd together under various Governments, ſhall 
hereafter be diſſolved: And accordingly if we look 


into the holy Scriptures, we ſhall find ſuch Inſtances 
of Gop's Providence in behalf of his faithful People, 


as are too expreſs to be contradicted, and too awful 
to be unaffecting. 

In the old Times, when the Earth was ſo f/led 
with Violence and Corruption, that nothing leſs than a 
Deluge could cleanſe it from Impurity, then did Gop 
manifeſt a peculiar Concern for the Undefiled, by this 
gracious Invitation to Voah, Come thou and all thy Fa- 
mily into the Ark, for thee have T ſeen righteous before 


mne in this Generation. — And when the Children of 
2 Jl/razl ſuffer'd a long Captivity in Egypt under hard 


and mercileſs Task maſters, then were they miraculouſ- 
ly reſcued by the Hand of Moſes. After which, 
the Lord preſided over them in a peculiar Manner, 
raiſed choſen Perſons to be their nurſing Fathers, and 
perform'd Miracles for their Security and Protection! 
And when thro' their Iniquities they were ſeverely 
chaſtized, yet would he at length deliver them with 
a mighty Hand, and a ftretch'd-out Arm, for his 

Mercy was to continue for ever. Ss. 
And tho' in the preſent Times, the Manner of Na- 
tional Puniſhments and Bleſſings is not ſo miraculous,

to trace out the Footſteps of divine Providence 


conducting us out of that State of Error, in which

as it was under the Fewiſh Diſpenſation; yet till we 
have ſufficient Aſſurance, both from ſacred Hiſtory, W 
and the Attributes of Gop, that the true Religion 
will always be the Object of divine Protection; and 
that the Tranſgreſſion of Gop's Laws will infalli- ir 
bly be attended with the Severity of his Judgments : W it 
From whence we have reaſonable Motives for an 
awful Dread of his Indignation, and an humble 
Truſt in his Goodneſs, tho' he does not divide the 
Sea for our Deliverance, nor rain down Fire frem Z 
Heaven to conſume us. „„ 

But ſtill, we of this Nation ; we, I ſay, are able 


in this our Land; for are not our Annals pregy- 
nant with Inſtances of ſuch extraordinary Delive- 
rances, as loudly proclaim a divine Interpoſition ? 

Whoſoever is converſant in the Hiftory of the 
Reformation, may eaſily diſcover the Hand of Go 


the Church of Nome endeavour'd to continue us. 
The holy Spirit (which is the Subject alſo of this 
Day's double Solemnity) influenc'd our firſt Refor- II 
mers with fuch a true Chriftian Zeal, that they t. 
courageoufly enter'd the Lifts, notwithſtanding our 
Adverſaries were armed with Terrors: And when 


all open Aſſaults were defeated by the Prevalency WF 


of Truth, then did the Vigilancy of Heaven deſery | C 
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their ſecret Deſigns, and blaſt their private cb 
nations, tho carried on with the deepeſt Subtilty, 


5 and concerted with the moſt artful Caution. 


Such was the ſignal Inſtance of Providence in prevent- 


L ing the Execution of that deſtructive * Plot; whereby 
it was intended that the very Foundation of our Con- 


ſtitution ſhould have been undermined ; which would 


= have prepared the Way for the Intrody ction of arbi- 


trary Power into our Government, Idolatry and Su- 
perſtition into our Worſhip, an unreafongble Domi- 
nion over our Conſciences, and univerſal Miſery 
throughout the Kingdom. 
And as thus Omnipotence ug us 8 De-

Which ever Way we look'd nothing was preſented 


to our View, but what (as Jan lays) might conſume 
our Eyes, and grieve our Heart, If we took a 
Proſpect of the Church, we ſaw it harraſſed by Di- 
viſions, plunder” d of it's Revenues, and the Epiſcopal 
Clergy, like the Fathers of old, defliture, affited, 
rormented : The Abomination of Deſolation flood in 
the holy Place; and the Houſe of Prayer was literally 
converted into a Den of Thieves: Irreligion and Hy- 
pocriſy, with all the Diſtractions of wild Enthuſiaſm 
ſpread like a Deluge over all the Land ; and defac'd 
that Beauty of Holinefs, which was 725 leſs the Or- 
nament of our Temples, than the Honour of the Re- 
formation. In ſhort, Holineſs was made uſe of as a 


Cloak for Im piety; Religion was ſacrificed to Inte- 


reſt, and the Form of Godlineſs ſo univerſally pre- 
. that the Power of it was no where to be found. 


If we took a Proſpect of the State, we ſaw the 
Breath of our Noftrils, the anointed of the Lord, 


arraign'd before a Mock-Tribunal, condemned Wt 


out Law, and executed without Mercy : We ſaw the

And as the worſt of Crimes are generally palliated 
= with the Form of Godlineſs ; ſo did they diſguiſe 
their execrable Deſign with a pretended Zeal for 
5 Purity of Worſhip ; and came 77 Sheep's Cloathing, 
= tho' within they were ravenous Wolves, 

£ Thus, like the Huſbandmen in th: Goſpel, they 
reſolved to ſeize the Vineyard, and when they 
had inhumanly cut off the Father, their Rage purſued 
the Heir into Foreign Lands; and God ſet his Re- 
ſtoration beyond the Bounds of Hope and Probabi- 
try, that both his own Mercy might ſhine with more 
= radiant Luſtre, and our Gratitude be teſtified with 
more joyful Hearts. 

Upon a View of the Dangers he was expoſed to, 
our Souls muſt neceſſarily be diſguiered within 1g; 
but if we take another Proſpect we ſhall fing with the 
Voice of Praiſe and Thankſgiving, to fee him guided 
by the Hand of Providence, and at length delivered 
out of all his Troubles. To wave the mention of
